No longer wail I 
to strangers, who do not care to hear you, telling them how dear to us were 
the smiles of peace we had smeared like rouge upon our lips and how deeply 
we regret in our hearts that the treachery of conspirators dragged us un¬ 
willingly into a forced war. * * * That national selfishness does not 

seem a duty to you, but a sin, is something you must conceal from foreign 
eyes. * * * Not as weak-willed blunderers have we undertaken the 
fearful risk of this war. We wanted it. Because we had to wish it and could 
wish it. May the Teuton devil throttle those whiners whose pleas for excuses 
make us ludicrous in these hours of lofty experience. We do not stand, and 
shall not place ourselves, before the court of Europe. Germany strikes. If 
it conquers new realms for its genius the priesthood of all the gods will sing
